Woman charged 
in fatal beating 
of her husband 


Child ‘traumatized.’ 

Wife had previously 
been jailed for assault 
causing bodily harm

A 52-year-old woman who 
spent time in jail for assault 
in 2008 has been charged 
with second-degree murder 
after her husband died early 
Monday morning in what Ed¬ 
monton police are calling “a 
classic case of domestic vio¬ 
lence.” 

Autopsy results have re¬ 
vealed Teclc Hwang, 56, died 
of blunt drastic trauma, a 
term the city’s homicide staff 
sergeant has never encoun¬ 
tered in his many years with 
the force.

“It was described by the 
medical examiner as a very 
severe beating-type injuries,” 
EPS Homicide Staff Sgt. Bill 
Clark said Tuesday. 

Clark said there are indi¬ 
cations an object was used in 
the fatal beating but would 
not elaborate because the 
matter is before the courts. 

Police were initially con¬ 
tacted by EMS around 10 
p.m. on Sunday, after the vic¬ 
tim was found suffering car¬ 
diac arrest in his Belle Rive 


home and rushed to hospital. 

Clark said it was the ac¬ 
cused who called 911, and a 
16-year-old boy, the couple’s 
only child, was in the house 
when officers arrived. 

The boy is staying with 
friends and is “obviously 
veiy traumatized,” Clark 
said. “One parent has died 
and the other one is now in 
jail.” 

The victim stopped 
breathing several times in 
hospital but was revived by 
staff before succumbing to 
his injuries early Monday 
morning. 

Nyulc Hwang, the victim’s 
wife, has been charged with 
second-degree murder. Court 
documents show in 2008 she 
was charged with assault 
causing bodily harm and sen¬ 
tenced to three weeks in jail 
and two years of probation.

A new report says Alberta’s 
future climate will be hot¬ 
ter and drier. 

The Alberta Biodivers¬ 
ity Monitoring Institute 
says that over the coming 
decades, grasslands will 
take over forests and forests 
will take over wetlands as 
all the province’s ecological 
regions shift north. 

Temperatures will aver¬ 
age between two and four 
degrees warmer, which 
means that heavier rain and 
snowfall will simply evapor¬ 
ate away.

Wife allegedly beating 
husband to death shows 
anyone can be a victim 
of abuse, notes cop

Staff Sgt. Bill Clark said the 
severe and fatal beating of a 
56-year-old man allegedly at 
the hands of his wife shows 
there are “cases out there of 
horrific domestic violence, 
and it’s something the com¬ 
munity needs to be aware of.” 

On Tuesday, 52-year-old 
Nyulc Hwang was charged 
with second-degree murder 
in connection with the death 
of her husband, Teclc Hwang, 
who died in hospital on Mon- 
day. 

“It’s a wife in the case 
beating on the husband. Usu¬ 
ally it’s the other way around,” 
Clark said. 

The incident is Edmonton’s 
17th homicide of 2013 and the 
second alleged spousal homi¬ 
cide this year. 

Jimmy Rivas-Magana was 
charged with second-degree 
murder in the stabbing death 
of his new wife, Yeny Alfaro, 
in July. 

Clark said domestic vio¬ 
lence in Edmonton is in¬ 


creasing. During the first six 
months of 2013, officers saw a 
17-per-cent increase in domes¬ 
tic violence compared with 
the same time period last year. 

Police Chief Rod Knecht 
spoke about the problem of 
domestic violence during an 
informal chat with media last 
week and noted the force will 
be focusing on the issue in the 
coming months. 


“We largely react to these 
crimes. They happen behind 
closed doors; they happen out 
of the view of the public. But 
we know family members, 
neighbours, others are aware 
of these crimes, and they’re 
not being reported,” Knecht 
said. 

Researchers are partnering 
with the police force on a pro¬ 
ject that will start in Septem¬ 


ber, examining why domestic 
abuse is on the rise. 

“I don’t think any par¬ 
ticular group escapes domes¬ 
tic violence, quite frankly,” 
Knecht said. 

In the case of the Hwangs, 
Clark said the family had 
“some histoiy” with police. 
Court documents show Nyulc 
Hwang served time in jail for 
assault causing bodily harm.

Drastic cuts 
needed to 
pay for flood 

The Canadian Taxpayers As¬ 
sociation says the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment should take drastic 
action to help pay for billions 
of dollars in flood damage in 
the province this year. 

The association released a 
report Tuesday estimating that 
the unexpected cost of June’s 
flooding will push the prov¬ 
ince’s consolidated deficit up 
by $3 billion in 2013-14 and by 
an additional $2 billion in each 
of the following two years. 

Alberta director Derek 
Fildebrandt says the province 
should divert $4.4 billion in an¬ 
nual spending away from pre¬ 
flood commitments and put it 
toward rebuilding as part of an 
“emergency fiscal program.” 

“That would mean bringing 
government workers’ salaries 
and pensions and benefits into 
line with norms for equivalent 
jobs in the private sector,” 
said Fildebrandt, adding that 
government employees gener¬ 
ally are paid six-to-10 per cent 
more than those in the private 
sector, so rolling back their 
compensation would yield 
substantial savings. 

An official with the Alberta 
Union of Provincial Employees, 
which represents provincial 
government workers, was 
critical of the report. 

“I really think it’s in bad 
taste that they would tiy 
to capitalize on a natural 
disaster,” said spokesman Mark

Kathy Brower is worried about 
her daughter’s wedding next 
July, but not for any of the usual 
reasons. 

The southeast resident has 
seen flooding in her basement 
during heavy summer storms 
before, and she doesn’t like be¬ 
ing away from home in July. 

“I can’t leave a wedding to 
tiy and save things out of my 
flooded house,” she said. 

Improving drainage in 
southeast neighbourhoods 


could cost $150 million to $200 
million, says a report that city 
councillors reviewed on Tues¬ 
day. 

Since a flood last year did 
serious damage to her house, 
Brower said the city has been 
doing a good job of keeping 
residents informed, but now 
they want action. 

She said some residents 
have lost their home insurance, 
which makes their houses near¬ 
ly impossible to sell. 

“If we can’t ever sell our 
homes, that is like lighting 
$300,000, $400,000 or $500,000 
on fire,” she said. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
the city has to find ways to push 
ahead with planned sewer-sys¬ 
tem upgrades. 

“This is an equity issue for 
people who have not been re¬ 
ceiving the same level of ser¬ 
vice as other ratepayers,” he

said. “Communities are getting 
to the point where they are just 
sick and tired of it.”

Fall isn’t in full swing, but 
cooler temperatures are be¬ 
ginning to visit Edmonton. 

And, according to The 
Weather Network, the next 


three months should pro¬ 
duce near-normal conditions 
in the Capital Region and 
Central Alberta. 

The network’s 2013 fall 
outlook released Tuesday 
suggests that “most of the 
Prairie Provinces should ex¬ 
pect near-normal fall tem¬ 
peratures, with stretches of 
above-normal temperatures 
more likely in September.” 

“It’s kind of hard to say 
what is normal because it is a 
transition season,” meteorol¬ 
ogist Gina Ressler said. “You 
know the weather is going to 


come with ups and downs.” 

Average daytime highs in 
fall for Edmonton are in the 
high teens, and the forecast 
for the rest of this week and 
the long weekend are above 
that — and will likely remain 
that way for the first part of 
September. 

It’s a way for summer to 
make up for lost time head¬ 
ing into the fall, Ressler 
said, adding a more notice¬ 
able drop in temperature 
will be noticed heading into 
October.

to the summer, looking at 
your average daytime highs 
around Edmonton, it actual¬ 
ly came in around normal,” 
Ressler said. “Even though it 
was a cooler June, you made 
up for it into August.

ditions to continue into fall 
with these ups and downs, 
but just kind of averaging 
out to around near normal 
values.” 

But the projected warm 
end to August and start to 
September will likely be wel¬ 
come. 

“I know a lot of people 
across Canada weren’t all 
that happy with summer,” 
Ressler said. “You can get 
some really beautiful weath¬ 
er in September, so hopefully 
that will make some people 
happy.” 


Superstore strife 


Loblaw workers 
vote to strike 

Edmonton-area Superstore 
employees voted 97 per 
cent in favour of striking 
last week. 

United Food Commer¬ 
cial Workers Local #401 
(UFCW 401), the union 
that represents more than 
8,500 Albertan Superstore 
employees, held the strike 
vote last week after talks 
broke down. The union says 
its members are tired of the 
treatment they receive from 
Loblaw, Superstore’s parent 
company. 

“Our main concern is 
their cutting of employee 
hours,” said Christine 
McMeclcan, spokesperson 
for UFCW 401. “You have 
people struggling to do 30 
hours of work in 20 or 15 
hours.” 

Uncertainty of their 
hours is bothering workers, 
as well. 

“Hours irregularity is a 
huge problem for me. It’s 
just not consistent,” said an 
Edmonton-area Superstore 
employee who did not wish 
to be named. “It’s hard to 
budget anything if I’m not 
sure how many hours I’ll 
get before my next cheque. 

I don’t want to strike, but I 
will if I have to.” 

Loblaw has said that 
it doesn’t want a strike, 
either. 

“We want to assure our 
customers and colleagues 
that we are committed to 
focusing on reaching a deal 
through negotiations — not 
through a strike,” a spokes¬ 
person for Loblaw said.

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U of A. Science faculty 
must cut nearly $7 million 


The University of Alberta’s 
Faculty of Science must cut 
nearly $7 million from its 
operating budget in the next 
seven months, according to an 
internal memo from the dean 
of science to faculty. 

In the memo, dated 
Aug. 27, Jonathan Schaeffer 
writes that the cuts will af¬ 
fect eveiyone in the science 
department. 

“Nothing is sacrosanct,” 
the memo says. 

To meet the $ 7-million 
cuts, Schaeffer says it’s pos¬ 
sible that undergraduate and 
graduate student enrolment 
will decrease, course offerings 
will be reduced, layoffs will 
take place and initiatives and 
programs will be eliminated. 

“At this point it is not 
productive to raise strong 
opposition — we have to ac¬ 
cept financial reality and get 
on with the business of mak¬ 
ing difficult/painful decisions

Appeal Man gets new trial 
in2008Ibrahim lolling 


A man convicted in a shooting 
that left one man dead and an¬ 
other person injured will get a 
new trial. 

The Alberta Court of Ap¬ 
peal ordered the new trial for 
Alexander Edward Reid, but 
upheld the conviction of his co¬ 
accused, Adam Michael Brown. 
The pair were convicted in 
the shooting outside the River 
Cree Casino in 2008 that lulled 
Mohamed Ibrahim. 

The three judges found the 
trial judge had not considered 


the defence’s theoiy of another 
shooter. 

“Nowhere in his reasons did 
the trial judge even advert to 
this theoiy much less respond 
to and deal with it,” the panel 
wrote in their decision. 

The defence believed two 
security guards had testified 
about another possible shooter 
and the appeal judges said that 
wasn’t considered. 

“The trial judge dismissed 
their testimony in a veiy sum- 
maiy fashion.” metro

An outbreak of food 
poisoning at the Canadian 
National Exhibition has 
been traced to the maple 
bacon jam topping on the 
cronut burger.

refrigeration, said Dr. Lisa 
Berger of Toronto Public

“There were temper¬ 
ature-control issues both at 
the supplier and on site,” 
she said.

Refrigera¬ 
tion prevents the bacteria 
from multiplying.”

Al Capone in Sask.? 

Great-niece of infamous 
gangster comes north 
for new documentary

Feeding off swirling rumours 
and passed-down stories 
about Chicago gangster Al Ca¬ 
pone’s bootleg operation in 
the Canadian Prairies, a Sas¬ 
katchewan documentaiy film 
crew is going deep — literally 
— to search for proof behind 
the prohibition tale. 

The documentaiy, titled 
Finding Al, involves histor¬ 
ical data and assorted tales 
surrounding the iconic mob¬ 
ster’s rumoured appearances 
in and around Moose Jaw, 
Sasic., in the 1920s. 

“I’ve been to the Tun¬ 
nels (of Moose Jaw) many 
times and I just wanted to 
investigate it,” director and 
producer Kelly-Anne Riess 
told Metro in Moose Jaw — 
nicknamed Little Chicago by 
some — on Tuesday, refer¬ 
ring to passageways below 
the city’s downtown streets. 
The tunnels were turned into 
a tourist attraction in 2000 
with Capone-themed tours 
and costumed characters. 


Because of extremely lim¬ 
ited paper documentation, 
Riess has focused on accounts 
passed down the generations. 

Riess had planned to visit 
Capone’s great-niece Deirdre, 
who has written a book about 
her family stoiy. But the 
73-year-old ended up coming 
to Saskatchewan from her 
Florida home to be featured 
in the documentary. 


“There is no one else that 
can (tell the stoiy),” Deirdre 
Capone said after taking a 
guided tour of the Tunnels. 

“He was a mobster, but not 
a monster.” 

Capone didn’t let on to 
her relation to the infamous 
crime figure during the tour, 
even whispering to a Metro 
reporter, “I wonder what 
these people would say if 


they knew who I was.” 

Riess pointed out that 
her favourite Saskatchewan 
story on Capone comes from 
a Weyburn-area home, where 
Deirdre’s great-uncle would 
allegedly host firearm-filled 
parties once a year for his 
men and local farmers. 

“I just like the idea of 
bootlegging mobster farm¬ 
ers,” Riess said.

Parliament. Baird talks 
Syria with opposition 


Foreign Affairs Minister John 
Baird is talking to opposition 
leaders about the developing 
crisis surrounding Syria. But 
the department says calls to 
recall Parliament to discuss mil¬ 
itary action are premature. 

Baird spoke first to Tom 
Mulcair, whose spokesman, 
George Smith, said the NDP 
Leader “was very clear with 
Minister Baird that Parlia¬ 
ment would have to be re¬ 
called if there was any direct 
military involvement. Mr. 
Mulcair also stressed the im¬ 
portance of working with the 
United Nations.” 

Liberal Leader Justin Tru¬ 
deau said Canada needs to 
proceed cautiously. “As soon 
as we talk about military inter¬ 
vention, there are many, many 
questions unanswered. Like 



what would military victory 
look like? Who would we be 
helping?” Trudeau said. 

“There are grave questions, 
both about the government 
side but also about the rebel 
side. That’s where we have to 
have honest and open dialogue 
about it. And I’m certainly not 
going to pretend that anyone 
has all the answers.”

Any military strike against 
Syria must be authorized by 
the UN Security Council, Italy 
insisted on Tuesday. 

Briefing Parliament, Foreign 
Minister Emma Bonino called 
Syria’s alleged chemical attack 
a “war crime” but said her gov¬ 
ernment wouldn’t support mil¬ 
itary action without UN Secur¬ 
ity Council authorization. 

“Italy would not actively 
take in any military action ... 


beyond the context of the Se¬ 
curity Council, which for us is 
and remains the only point of 
legal reference that cannot be 
ignored,” Bonino said. 

Italy offered both military 
bases on its territory and its 
own aircraft for the 2011 
NATO campaign in Libya. Bon¬ 
ino didn’t specify how Italy 
might view base use during 
any intervention against Syria 
led by allies, the associated press

for Syrian strike 


Gearing up for conflict 


Closer to attack. 

Officials prepare 
legal justification for 
military intervention 


The Obama administration 
tried to bolster its case on Tues¬ 
day for military action against 
Syria within days, with intelli¬ 
gence agencies preparing to re¬ 
lease intercepted communica¬ 
tions aimed at proving Bashar 
Assad perpetrated a large-scale 
chemical attack on civilians. 

The U.S. was unlikely to act 
before Thursday, when British 
Prime Minister David Cameron 
will convene an emergency 
meeting of Parliament during 
which MPs are expected to vote 
on a motion clearing the way 
for an armed response. 

President Barack Obama 
and Cameron conferred on re¬ 
sponse plans on Tuesday, their 
second known conversation. 

U.S. officials argued that 
Assad’s actions posed a direct 
threat to national security, pro¬ 
viding Obama with a possible 
legal justification for launching 
a strike without consent from 
the United Nations or Congress. 
However, officials did not de¬ 
tail how the U.S. was directly 
threatened by an attack con¬ 
tained within Syria’s borders. 

“Allowing the use of chem¬ 
ical weapons on a significant 


scale to take place without a re¬ 
sponse would present a signifi¬ 
cant challenge to, threat to the 
United States’ national secur¬ 
ity,” White House spokesman 
Jay Carney said. 

Officials said the goal was 
not to drive Assad from power 
or impact the broader trajec- 
toiy of Syria’s bloody civil war. 
“The options we are consid¬ 
ering are not about regime 
change,” Carney said. 

Assad has denied using 
chemical weapons.

Soldier Chelsea Manning, previ¬ 
ously known as Bradley Man¬ 
ning, decided to announce that 
she wanted to live as a woman 
the day after her sentencing for 
a massive leak of U.S. secrets 
because a militaiy prison said 
publicly it would not provide 
hormone treatment, her attor¬ 
ney said. 

Attorney David Coombs said 
that Manning had known for a 
long time she would make such 
a statement, but “she wanted, 
essentially, for the media sur¬ 
rounding the trial to dissipate.” 

Manning did not want 
people to think the statement 



was insincere. “People might 
think it was an effort to get fur¬ 
ther attention,” Coombs said. 

Manning was sentenced last 
week to 35 years in prison for 
leaking thousands of pages of 
classified militaiy and diplo¬ 
matic material to WikiLeaks.

He 
wasn’t authorized to release 
the photos but said he was 
angiy about a Rolling Stone 
magazine cover he felt glamor¬ 
ized Tsarnaev.

The new photos include 
more shots of Tsarnaev com¬ 
ing out of the boat, his head 
bloody and a red laser trained 
on his head. They also show 
him dropping to the ground, 
where officers and medical 
personnel rushed to treat him.

Trade talks. U.S. proposal

Feds requested data 
on 219 Facebook users 


Online privacy. Firm 
is latest tech company 
to release stats on how 
often governments seek 
customer information 


The Canadian government de¬ 
manded Facebook turn over in¬ 
formation on 219 users in the 
first half of the year, the com¬ 
pany said Tuesday in releasing 
global data. 

They were among about 
38,000 Facebook users whose 
data was scrutinized by author¬ 
ities in 74 countries, Facebook 
said. About half of those orders 
came from the United States. 

Facebook said it turned 
over some data to authorities 


in 44 per cent of the Canadian 
cases, and that it was required 
by law to do so. The company 
declined to give any specific 
details. 

The social-networking giant 
is the latest technology firm to 
release figures on how often 
governments seek information 
about its customers. Microsoft 
and Google have done the 
same. 

“The vast majority of these 
requests relate to criminal 
cases, such as robberies or kid¬ 
nappings,” Facebook said on its 
blog. “In many of these cases, 
these government requests 
seek basic subscriber informa¬ 
tion, such as name and length 
of service. Other requests may 
also seek IP address logs or ac¬ 
tual account content.”

OK, if Clooney, the world’s most admired 
movie star, failed to own the belfry, what does 
Batfleclc expect? It’s a dangerous job, fighting 
crime in Gotham City for $15 million an episode. 

When you play the game, you probably start 
during the era when you first encountered the 
Caped Crusader. For me, that would be back in 
the ’60s, and the inane Batman TV series of1966-68 starring 
Adam West.

When it came time to prepare 
for his role as the wheelchair- 
bound detective in Global’s 
reboot of the television clas¬ 
sic Ironside, Blair Underwood 
turned to his mother for ad¬ 
vice. 

“I spent a lot of time 
talking to her about her ex¬ 
periences,” Underwood said 
about his mother, who has 
multiple sclerosis and uses a 
wheelchair. 

“It was very important 
that we as professionals ... 
me as an actor, are really re¬ 
spectful and authentic as we 
can be to this disability that 
this character has.” 

The fact Underwood’s 
character uses a wheelchair is 
about as far as this reboot of 
the TV classic goes in trying 
to emulate Raymond Burr’s 
show, which aired from 1967 
to 1975. 

“It was a very curious idea; 
I was a little taken aback,” ad¬ 
mitted Underwood about be¬ 
ing asked to join the cast.

In his new series, The Blacklist, 
James Spader may play a notori¬ 
ous criminal who has long been 
one of the FBI’s most wanted 
and on the lam for years, but 
he really wishes people would 
stop comparing the character 
to recently convicted gangster 
Whitey Bulger. 

“I want to put that to rest 
right now,” Spader insists. 
“What was inspired by Whitey 
Bulger was just the fact that 
Whitey Bulger was on the FBI 
Most Wanted List for decades 
— I don’t know how long, but 
16 or 17 years; an enormous 
amount of time. Nobody knew 
where he was; nobody knew

what he was up to, and then all 
of a sudden, boom, he’s found. 
That was the only correlation.” 

Spader seems especially 
keen to clarify that his charac¬ 
ter in The Blacklist, the enig¬ 
matic Raymond Reddington, 
and a criminal like Bulger are 
veiy, veiy different. 

“Whitey Bulger and Ray¬ 
mond Reddington do not relate 
to each other in any way, shape 
or form,” he says. 

“Whitey Bulger, as we all 
know from the front page of the 
New York Times eveiy day, was 
a veiy powerful crime figure in 
South Boston. Raymond Red- 
dington’s background is very 
different. He worked in mil- 
itaiy intelligence, then worked 
for the NSA and then became a 
truly international criminal. So 


the correlation really stops after 
just the fact that somebody that 
was on the Most Wanted list for 
so many years and was invisible 
all of a sudden resurfaces.” 

And while we’re discour¬ 
aging comparisons, Spader 
would also appreciate it if 
viewers wouldn’t draw links 
to Silence of the Lambs, even 
if the first episode of The Black¬ 
list finds Spader’s Reddington 
meeting FBI agent Elizabeth 
Keen (Megan Boone) in a simi¬ 
lar fashion. 

“Listen, there’s no question 
that you see anybody who’s in 
that containment that you see 
Raymond Reddington in at the 
veiy beginning — veiy dramat¬ 
ic and stylized containment — 
it brings up images that you’ve 
experienced in pop culture in 
the past,” he says. 

“So obviously the correla¬ 
tion seems right there, but Red- 
dington’s a veiy different per¬ 
son. He’s not a serial killer in 
anyway, shape or form. He’s an 
operative and a businessman, 
and his business is crime.”

Side. Prosciutto, Cantaloupe and Orecchiette Salad 


A pasta salad should be easy. 
It should be a just-throw-the- 
ingredients-in-a-bowl kind 
of summer food that doesn’t 
require too much messing 
around. 

With that in mind, this 
salad is just that. Do a quick 
boil of the pasta, and throw 
in the veggies to blanch dur¬ 
ing the last 2 minutes. This 
simple trick saves you a pot 
to wash and an extra step. 

Then add some flavour in 
the way of salty prosciutto 
and sweet melon, and you’ve 
got a classic Italian pairing 
turned into summer side. 


Of course, because it’s 
pasta salad, the combina¬ 
tions really are limitless. 
You can substitute any shape 
pasta you prefer. Switch out 
the prosciutto for bacon or 
salami, green beans for the 
asparagus, peaches for the 
cantaloupe. The great thing 
about pasta salad is that it’s 
so easy to make it yours. 

1. Bring pot of salted water to a 
boil. Add the pasta and cook ac¬ 
cording to package directions. 

2 . Two minutes before the 
pasta is finished cooking, add 


the asparagus. When the pasta 
is finished, drain immediately 
and mix in several ice cubes. 
Stand the strainer of pasta 
and asparagus in the sink and 
run cool water over them until 
completely cooled. 

3 . Meanwhile, in bowl whisk 
together the olive oil, vinegar 
and mustard. Add the cooked 
and cooled pasta and aspara¬ 
gus, the fennel, prosciutto, can¬ 
taloupe and basil. Gently stir 
to combine and distribute the 
dressing. Season with salt and 
pepper, then garnish with the

Before an interview, it’s 
only natural to feel nervous. 
But post-interview is when 
the anxiety tends to kick in. 
Our mind hops on the over¬ 
thinking train and doesn’t 
look back. 

The main reason this hap¬ 
pens is because we know the 
decision is now out of our 
hands and we don’t have 
much control over it. 

You’ve gone through the 
application process and the 
interview. 

The next thing to do is 
wait patiently to hear back 
with the decision. But the 
time between the interview 
and when you hear back can 
seem like an eternity. 

To help with the post¬ 
interview jitters and make 
the wait a little quicker, 
read these signs to look 


out for during and after the 
interview and what they 
could mean for you as the 
interviewee. 

The interview went longer 
than scheduled 

An interview that goes long¬ 
er than scheduled is always 
a good sign that the inter¬ 
viewer wants to get to know 
you better and is interested 
in the conversation. 

This is a win-win situation 
because you get to learn more 
about the company and pos¬ 
ition, and you get more time 
to show how you will be a 
great asset. 

They told you when you’ll 
hear back 

If the interviewer gives you 
a firm date as to when you’ll 
hear back, it means that 
they have a timeline defined 
for the hiring process. 

This could also mean that 
during the interview they 
made the decision (hiring 
you!) and just need to speak 
with their team to work out 
the details. 

Even if the news isn’t what 
you were hoping for, at least 
you have a concrete idea as 
to when you’ll know the de¬ 
cision. 


You talked about topics 
beyond the job description 

Ensuring that you answer 
each question during the 
interview effectively is the 
first step toward having a 
successful interview. An 
interview that exceeds ex¬ 
pectations is one where you 
answer every question and 
then start to talk about the 
contributions you can make 
beyond the job description. 
If you found that this was 


happening in the interview, 
you probably left the inter¬ 
viewer with a positive im¬ 
pression. 

The interviewer sells the 
company or position to 
you 

If the interviewer discusses 
why the position you’re 
being interviewed for is 
extraordinary, this means 
they might be trying to con¬ 
vince you about why being

• If you felt as though 
you fit in well during 
the interview, chances 
are that the interviewer 
shared the same feeling. 
If an interviewer feels as 
though you had a good 
interview and also thinks 
you'll fit well with their 
environment, chances 
are you'll be on the 
top of their mind when 
making the final hiring 
decision.

Common issues 


Check the transmission, 
avoiding any Cayman 
model with the manual 
gearbox that shifts 
roughly, grinds during 
upshifts or exhibits clutch 
slippage. If the model in 
question is automatic or 
PDK dual-clutch equipped, 
be sure there’s no dif¬ 
ficulty in moving the shift 
lever between its settings. 
If there is, the Cayman 
you’re considering prob¬ 
ably needs a new motor 
mount. Some pre-2009 
Cayman models suffered 
a well-documented issue 
with failure of the en¬ 
gine’s Intermediate Main 
Shaft (IMS) which could 
result in catastrophic 
engine failure. It’s unclear 
how many units were 
affected—though Porsche 
redesigned the engine 
range without the trouble¬ 
some IMS from 2009 and 
on. Inspect the Cayman’s 
oil level and condition 
with the assistance of a 
Porsche mechanic, too. 
Models used in a track set¬ 
ting with high-grip racing 
tires may have suffered 
from oil starvation, which 
could damage the engine. 
Other important checks 
should include monitor¬ 
ing for oil smoke from the 
tailpipes at startup, and a 
check beneath the vehicle 
for a leaky rear main seal. 


Charging ahead to keep 


electric vehicles going

No matter where you are, you’re 
probably not veiy far away from 
a gas station. You can confi¬ 
dently drive almost anywhere, 
knowing you can buy fuel when 
you get low. But for people with 
electric cars, finding a spot to 
recharge away from home is far 
more difficult, since public char¬ 
ging infrastructure is still in its 
infancy. 

“It’s the chicken and egg,” 
says Teresa Di Felice, director 


of government and commun¬ 
ity relations for CAA South 
Central Ontario (SCO). “It’s 
really in what comes first. Do 
we need a certain number of 
vehicles before there’s a will¬ 
ingness to spend on the infra¬ 
structure, or does it need to 
be in place to encourage more 
people to purchase these 
vehicles?” 

Since CAA SCO has an 
electric car, it has a charging 
station installed at its head of¬ 
fice, as do a few other CAA lo¬ 
cations. The auto club makes 
the station available to any¬ 
one who needs to plug in an 
electric vehicle. 

Electric infrastructure pre¬ 
sents an entirely new chal¬ 
lenge for automakers. Up until 
now, they just sold the car 
while oil companies set up the 
refuelling stations, but they’re 
now involved in the charging 
process. It’s also an issue for

governments, many of which 
are creating and funding pro¬ 
grams for public installations. 
The challenges include where 
to put the stations, how to 
make them accessible, and 


who should pay for them, in¬ 
cluding the installation costs 
and the price of charging up. 
Di Felice estimates that, de¬ 
pending on the unit and how 
much wiring must be done to 
install it, a public charging sta¬ 
tion can run between $3,000 
and $15,000. 

The good news is that, just 
as gas pump nozzles fit every 
vehicle, the electric plugs 
are standardized throughout 
the industry, and all cars can 
charge from eveiy station. 
The major issue is how long 
it takes. Fast-charging sta¬ 
tions that can top up the bat- 
teiy in a short period are veiy 
rare, and not all vehicles are 
equipped for this type of high- 
power “refuelling.” 

Until quick-charge be¬ 
comes more widespread, 
public charging stations will 
be most common in places 
where drivers stay for longer 


periods, such as work, stores, 
restaurants, or hotels. “The 
biggest impediment for 
people purchasing electric 
vehicles is ‘range anxiety,”’ 


Di Felice says, referring to the 
fear of running out of power. 
“These charging initiatives are 
useful for those who want to 
buy these vehicles.”

engineering prototypes pow¬ 
ered by the Cummins engine 
are already undergoing exten¬ 
sive public-highway perform¬ 
ance and durability testing.

more powerful and bigger 
and have more capability 
than a 1500 but not quite at 
the level of a 2500.” 

Diesels have always been 
available on 2500 and 3500 
heavy-duty pickups, but the 
torque-endowed diesel en¬ 
gine makes huge sense for 
any truck, and we’re finally 
getting some diesel action in 
our light-duty pickups. 

Ram 1500 gets a diesel 
option for 2014 — a 3.0-litre 
V6 made by Chrysler’s Italian 
partner, VM Motori — and 
GM is heavily rumoured to be 
contemplating a diesel option 
for its next-generation of the 
mid-size Chevrolet Colorado 
and GMC Canyon pickups. 
GM’s already got a suitable 
diesel engine; it just has to 
North Americanize the diesel 
built for the Colorado sold in 
Thailand, Southeast Asia, Bra¬ 
zil and Australia. 

Those markets, and Eur¬ 
ope, have always been diesel 
savvy with their smaller 
trucks, while we’ve always 
have to look longingly over 
the seas for some of the ac¬ 
tion. In Europe they put 
diesels on everything. You 
can probably get a Peugeot 
bicycle with a diesel. 

There are certainly reasons 
why the automakers haven’t 
given us smaller trucks with 
diesels until now, but prob¬ 
ably not good ones. The dom¬ 
inance of the full-size truck 
that can easily accommodate 
the big lump of a (relatively 
inexpensive) V8 is probably 
one of them. Another is our 
historically crappy diesel 
fuel, which couldn’t be toler¬ 
ated by global diesel engines 
designed to run on the better 
stuff. 

The Cummins engine 
destined for the Titan will 
instantly make the Titan a 
pickup celebrity. For competi¬ 
tive reasons, Nissan is not yet 
announcing launch dates for 
the new Titan.
